NEIGHBORHOOD SLOW STREETS 


A zone-based approach to trajffic-calming 
(ATO ES 


¢ A bounded area of local streets 
¢ Speed limit reduced to 20 MPH 


¢ Self-enforced lower speeds through targeted 
traffic-calming techniques 








WHY ZONE-BASED? 


¢ Avoid the “transfer 
effect” 


Drivers seek alternate 
routes 


Traffic and/or speeds 
may increase on parallel 
routes without traffic 
calming

EXPLORING: RAISED CROSSWALKS 


¢ Crosswalk is level or near-level with sidewalk 
— Slows drivers 
— Improves visibility 
— Easier for people with wheelchairs, ith aaa carts

ALTERNATIVE: CURB EXTENSIONS AND SIGNS 


¢ Curb_extensions 
— Reduces crossing distance 
— Improves visibility by restricting parking at intersection 
¢ Pedestrian crossing signs with lights 
— Alerts drivers that people are trying to cross the street 
— May be ie: in some locations, cannot be installed at every
